agreed to give up any persons excepted 
from the English act of indemnity ami 
all other persons demanded by the 
English government. James II. put 
this treaty in force in demanding the 
surrender of Durnet, not yet a bishop, 
but acting as private secretary to the 
prince of Orange. He describes it very 
fully in his "History of His Owu Time." 
He stated that the king's principal 
cause of anger against him was a re- 
port of his Intended marriage to a 
wealthy lady at Tho Hague, and pro- 
ceedings were set on foot In Scotland. 
Durnet, however, got wind of the mat- 
ter before the news of It reached d'Al- 
beville, then English ambassador, and 
petitioned for naturalization, which 
was readily granted. When the am- 
bassador demanded his banishment, 
Durnet claimed protection of the states 
a naturalized subject- The demand 
is subsequently repeated In more 
rcible terms, but the states refused 
surrender him.
